EVERY couple of weeks, soccer coach 
Carlos Bilardo enters a church and prays 
that the players who will represent 
Argentina in next year’s World Cup stay 
healthy. 

““We’re good any- 
way, but I still hope

The 29-year-old for- 
ward currently is scor- 
ing goals at the rate of 
almost one per game 
for Napoli, the Italian 
major league club that 
is paying him an esti- 
mated $US1.5 million 
($A1.92 million) a year. 

“Maradona is 
phenomenal,"’ Bilardo 
said. 

“Nobody doubts it 
and the team needs 
him to be at his best if 
it hopes to win.” 

The 1990 tourna- 
ment is set for next 
June in Italy. The 24- 
nation draw will be 
held on December 10 
in Rome, 

At the 1986 World 
Cup in Mexico City, 
Maradona scored two 
memorable goals 
against England and 
was a key factor in 
Argentina’s 3-2 victory 
over West Germany in 
the final. 

He was named the 
tournament's most 
valuable player. 

Argentina also won 
the 1978 World Cup at 
home. 

Bilardo, 52, has

While I agree on most 
points, the real issue is 
the academic question 
“Why is it so?”. 

Your reasoning and 
findings are in fact a re- 
sult of poor administra- 
tion, lack of promotion 
and a totally disunited 
soccer community. 

While any honest 
statement regarding our 
code is usually ridi- 
culed, it is nevertheless 
the only chance to im- 
prove the standing of 
soccer. 

The many ills obvious 
to all have never been 
fully identified and un- 
less we achieve frank 
and constructive debate 
the code will continue to 
suffer. 

While you query the 
loyalty of professional 
Australians and soccer 
persons who have 
achieved recognised 
heights on international 
level, I for one criticize 
the un-Australian atti- 
tude and behaviour of 
many of our ethnic- 
based clubs, their admi- 
nistrators and suppor- 
ters.

of the sport on national 
level is only possible if

I have full confidence 
that at the right time, 
you will be the initiator 
of an enquiry for the 
good of soccer, invol- 
ving those people who 
would wish to see our 
beautiful game become 
the No.1 sport in Aus- 
tralia. 

Your criticism of soc- 
cer players who have 
achieved what every 
boy dreams of is not 
warranted. 

To succeed despite 
the many shortcomings 
within Australia and to 
make the world aware 
of the great talent here, 
is admirable. 

Sentiments count lit- 
tle in a competitive 
world and taking oppor- 
tunities that so rarely 
come along for Austra- 
lian talent, speaks for 
the individual. 

The experience an 
Australian youth en- 
counters playing for e.g.

Wade is back! 


Or for a 40/60 or even 
10/90 challenge when it 
came down to it. 

Wade has never 
shirked a challenge on 
the football field and 
winning the ‘impossible’ 
ball is something we've 
come to expect from the 
South Melbourne Hel- 
las champion.

This year, Australian soccer lovers will get the 
draw live. 

The ceremonies kick off at 2.35am on Sunday, 
December 10 and the entire programme will be 
screened again at 8.30pm that evening. 

And what a spectacular programme the Ita- 
lians have in store for an estimated world-wide 
audience of 1 billion!

Arsenal can repeat as 
champions of England 


IN the most dramatic 
finale in modern his- 
tory, Arsenal won 
the 1989 English 
championship at hol- 
ders Liverpool's 
Anfield with almost 
the last kick of the 
season, 

It was their first 
league title since 1971 
and a personal triumph 
for their Scottish mana- 
ger George Graham 44, 
a member of that 
successful Arsenal side 
who then completed the 
‘double’. 

The prestigious Engl- 
ish magazine WORLD 
SOCCER interviewed 
Graham three weeks 


ago. 

This is how the ques- 
tions and answers ses- 
sion went. 

Do you think the pre- 
sent team good enough 
to retain the trophy? 

“Yes, the current side 
is strong enough. But in 
England it is particular- 
ly difficult to defend the 
title, I would like at 
least three new quality 
players to strengthen 
the team. Unfortunate- 
ly, those in’ whom I am 
interested are either not 
available, or simply too 
dear.” 

‘What are the biggest 
problems for a manager 
of an English First Divi- 
sion club? 

“The greatest prob- 
lem is the consistency 
and level of perform- 
ance, Furthermore, 
with the strength and 
even standards in the 
First Division, we have 
to fight just as hard 
against the six bottom 
teams as against the top 
ones.

“Actually, not too 
many have gone.

to stay with us. On the 
other hand, Arsenal do 
not need the money to 
all our best footballers.” 

Does the European 
ban on English clubs 
have a big financial 
effect, or any other 
negative influence on 
Arsenal? 

“We would probably 
have made some money 
from the European Cup 
this season. That is the 
unfortunate financial 
aspect of the ban. In 
addition, our players 


miss the competition 
against the top teams 
from the Continent. 
We, the managers, 
coaches and players can 
learn a lot from the 
foreigners. 

“And they can learn 
from us. I personally re- 
gret the lack of regular 
contact with the rest of 
Europe. 

Do you think the club 
ban should be con- 
tinued? 

“I don’t believe the 
suspension should be 
continued. Some coun- 
tries, like Holland and 
Germany, have crowd 
problems just as bad as 
in England. These coun- 
tries are allowed to play 
in Europe. I feel we 
should be readmitted.” 

Do Arsenal have 
many problems with un- 


ruly fans? Your sta-~ 


dium is one of a handful 
in the Football League 
without fencing. After 
Sheffield, are there 
moves planned to en- 
sure that such a tragedy 
could not happen at 
Highbury? 

“We have no prob- 
lems of hooliganism at 
Highbury. There are no 
fences and none are 
considered. Especially 
following the tragi 
events in Sheffield we 
do not contemplate cag- 
ing the fans in.” 


What can be done to 
eliminate the rowdyism 
in England? 

“The troublemakers 
can be stopped through 
capable and efficient 
policing. But I fear that 
the problem will never 
be cured. At best it can 
be better controlled. 
But to that end we need 
more financial expendi- 
ture and better c 
operation of all parties 
concerned.” 


Recently there was a 
lot of controversy over 
managers criticising 
each other in the media. 
Don't you think this 
trend should be stop- 
ped? Do you accept 
that the media are 
sometimes exercising 
too much influence, that 
there is too much sensa- 
tionalism? 

“That is certainly a 
regrettable tendency, 
the result of a media 
war. This is not good for 
the game and I find it 
disgusting.” 

What is your immedi- 
ate target? 

“To keep winning 
trophies.” 

Would you like to 
lead Arsenal into 
Europe and what do 
you think would be the 
chances of the present 
team internationally? 

“IT think we would do 
very well in Europe and 
that it would be a first- 
class education for our 
young players like 
Roastle, Adams, Tho- 
mas and Merson. 
Would a move abroad 
to a big European club 
hold any temptation for 
your personally? 

In the future, yes. 
But right now I have a 
marvellous squad of 
players who are still de- 
veloping and with whom 
I am hoping to achieve 
further success.” 


Spurs take-over? 


ENGLISH giants Tottenham Hotspur are 
steeling themselves for a dramatic 
takeover following intense dealings 
their shares. 

Spurs, the first Football League club to gain a 
Stock Market quotation, went on the alert when 
400,000 of their shares were lodged in 13 West 
German banks, a common tactic before a takeov- 
er bid. 

The banks have so far refused to name the 
bidders but the leading contenders are thought to 
be the Brent Walker Group, a huge British pro- 
perty and leisure company. 

One of the group’s directors is Alan Bobroff, 
cousin of Spurs director Paul Bobroff, who re- 
cently failed in an attempt to kick chairman and 
principal shareholder Irving Scholar off the Tot- 
tenham board. 

The Levitt Group, a British financial company 
who recently launched-a sports and entertain- 
ment subsiduary, are also believed to be among 
the contenders.
